Sisters or Ckjlrity

The Umatilla reservation, across
which our route traced, is another of
those fertile tracts on winch the
white man casts his covetous eyes. It

a vast undnlatinsr pnune, intersec
ted with streams, but for the most
part treeless, except, where it stretch-
es up into the foothills of the Blue
mountains, where there is excellent
timber. The reservation comprises
300,000 acres. The exact number of
its inhabitants is not easily ascer-
tained by the casual visitor. The
station agent at Cayuse said, in an-
swer to an inquiry as to the numeri-
cal strength of the TJmatfllas: "That
depends upon the source of your in-
formation. If yon ask the Indian
agent, he will say there are 700 on the
reservation. If "you ask any of the
old settlers, you will be told that
there are 350." I tried the experi
ment on our driver, au old acquaint
ance, who drove stage from Alarys
ville, Cala., to Sacramento, in the
days of my youth, and who has drift
ed up hither. Tins ancient chari
oteer "reckoned there were about
100 on' cm." "When we asked him if
the reservation were to he declared

Ippen for settlement, would it be
speedily occupied, ho said: "Humph!
It it were declared at sun
down, that the leservation was
open for settlement, there would be a
man and a pile of lumber on every
quarter-sectio- n before noon to-m-

row." In the struggle for possession
of the coveted domain, the ''squaw-man- "

has an unfair advantage. He
marries a daughter ot the Umatillas,
and, as the lands are owned in com-
mon, he may cultivate as much of the
communal soil as he is able to man

ge. One of these thrifty amalgama- -
tionists, whose ranch wo passed on
the road from Cayuse to Blue Motui- -
tain Station, has IKX) acres under cul-
tivation. His wife is a half-bree- d.

bnt has all the rights of a
Umatilla; and the snug farm-buildin- g,

rich helds, herds and granaries ot the
squaw-ma- n attest his wisdom, if not
Ins rclinement of taste. The most
fastidious outsiders declare that one
of the serious drawbacks of the
squaw-ma- n is the fact that "all his
wife's relations lay down on him";
that is to say, he must support the
idle and lazy people into whose tribal
property. he has secured an mtere3t
by marriage. (Jorr.JS. x. Times.
